NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Ileport of the Board of Vlnttore- 
lte< nmmendaltnus .Hade. 

Washing row, Oct. 8.— The Board of VW- 
trfl to the t'nitwl Htatcs Naval Academy for 
1**4. consisting of Hear Admiral K. If 
Slmfil.lt. Mr. Robert C. Schenck, of Wash 
shgtou ; Senator* Pendleton and Angus Cam- 
eron. Representatives .N. a Cox, Ootf and 
John H. Evins, Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, Mr 
MSBSMtl M. Allen, of Burton; Professor Ed- 
ward 8. Joynea, of Columbia, South Cane 
iiua, and Messrs. E. H. Jewett, of Kansas, 
and William H. Upturn, of Wisconsin, has 
made its report to Secretary Chandler. It Is 
accompanied by a special report upon the 
conditions of admission to the Academy, pre- 
pared at ttoe suggestion of the Board by Mr. 
Eaton. 

Tne Board expresses the opinion that both 
legal analogies and the interest of Justice and 
discipline at the Academy require that th» 
cadet* sh uld be regarded as a part of the 
navy and 3e subject to courts martial in a 
fin-m best Adapted to the circumstances of the 
school. 

A great improvement, the Board thinks, 
would follow upon the selection of candidates 
for cadettiilps at the Academy a year before 
tbe time of intended admission, and that the 
cadetashcald in any case be examined in time 
for the cruise at sea provided for new cadets. 

In reference to the subjects of study the re- 
port says: "It is cnfflcuU to s*e how the 
studies proper to such an InstitnOoB could be 
bettor selected, tetter arranged or more com 
pactly comprehended within the limit of time 
possible in ths present course of four years." 

It is recommended that the Secretary of 
the Navy require a report to be made by the 
superintendent to the next meeting of the 
Board of Visitors, setting forth what advan- 
tages and disadvantages, if any, would accrue 
from the extension of the Naval Academy 
course from four to five years; what change* 
would thereby be made necessary or prac- 
ticable in organization, in instructors or In 
course of study, and what would be tbe addi- 
tional exjwuKe to the Government: also to add 
an outline of the course as so modified in all 
department* and any further suggestions 
deemed proper for consideration 

In the judgement of the Board, no change 
is desirable in the present standard of scholar 
ship, whether for admission or subsequent 
graduation.

MEXICAN RIOT TERRORS 

El Coyote, the Bandit, Still Holds 
High Carnival. 



lamented Be-

Nkuva Laredo, Mex., Oct 8.— A well 
potted person who hoe just arrb ed from the 
Interior, attributes the real cause of the recent 
Mc« i,ly riot in toe town of Salinas to the high 
state of political feeling existing between the 
Trevino and Narnjo parties, both of which 
have candidates in the field for the Governor- 
ship of the State of Nueva Laredo. 

Alcalde Santos and hii father were promi- 
nent adherents of General Trevtnos' party. 
It is thought El Coyote, the bandit, was in- 
cited to lead the attack by the adherents of 
the General Narajo faction. The Alcalde 
was killed in the presence of his wife and 
aged mother. As late as Sunday a band of 
rioters were fortified in the building, which 
they captured and were successfully 
the Government troops sent against tl 
serious outcome is apprehended. 

The Chief of Police has lamed 01 
show no quarter to the intruders, and special 
efforts will be made so slay the desperate 
leader of the gang, without whom, it Is 
thought, the ruffians could be easily van- 
quished and the bond broken up. The terror 
shown by women is painful. The brutal in- 
dignities to which they have been subjected 
by the gang elsewhere is worse even than 
death itself, and It is not surprising 
that all who can do so are seeking safety in 
flight.

year ago. This indicates that El Coyote has 
for some reason divided his forces and Is 
doubtedly mediating an attack upon Busta- 
mento before sweeping north with his main 
body. Since leaving Salinas, El Coyote's 
forces have b 'eu greatly augmented by strag- 
gling banditti, who gladly soek service under 
the bloody Wolf. Some reports place the 
outlaw's forces as high as 300. It is question- 
able whether the Government forces in this 
section are strong enough to give battle to 
the insurgents. 

There is no longer any doubt that the re- 
cent sanguinary attack on the municipal au- 
thorities of Salinas was aided and abetted by 
many respectable citizens. Alcal de Santos

Southwest Even now he Is in receipt of a 
communication from an importer of Mobile, 
Alabama, in which he states that he desires 
to import from 100 to 150 head of Jersey 
cattle through this port at an early date. 

CATTLE MISSING. 



Thousands of < attle Supposed to b» 
Captured by tbe Plcuan Indians. 

Ottawa, Out, Oct S.— A gentleman at 
present lu this city, who is largely interested 
in cattle ranching in the Northwest, received 
word that a herd of cattle numbering 3,700, 
which were being driven from Montana into 
Canada, near Fort McLeod, although long 
overdue had not arrived yet 

The atteution of the Dominion Government 
was called some time since to the manner in 
which the South Plegan Indians, of Montana, 
were extorting ten cents per head on all cat- 
tle driven across their reserve, hoping that 
the matter would be laid before the authori- 
ties at Washington. The gentleman alluded 
to now fears that as the South Pie/ans are on 
the verge of starv ation they have not been 
satisfied with ten cents per head, but have ap- 
propriated what cattle they saw at to take. 
Possibly, he says, the cowboys have driven 
the cattle around by a more eastern trail in 
order to avoid the Indians, who, pressed for 
food are becoming more hostile. He states 
that the general opinion prevails among 
ranchmen in the Northwest that there is some 
understanding the Indians and Indian agents 
by which the latter receive a portion of the 
tribute money paid for closing their eyes to 
tbe transactions alluded to.

Washington, Oct. 8. -Secretary Teller 
las left Washington for New York, where he 
will visit the President for a day or two. He 
will then go to Colorado and expects to re- 
turn to Washington in about a month. The 
annual reports of the Bureau Officers of the 
Interior Department will soon be ready, but 
the Secretary has decided not to give them to 
the public until after his return from hit 
Western trip.
